LITTLE ROCK (/P)—A bill to de 


prive dry counties of any part o 
proceeds; derived from liquor tax 
ation was introduced in the House 
today. 


The bill, prepared by 
Rep. W 


H. Thompson of Poinsett County, 
would provide that the state treas- 
urer compute the total of all alcco- 
holic beverage fees and penalties 
for each revenue 'year. 


He would then calculate the per- 


centage that such taxes bear to the 
total of all general revenue col- 
lections, to which these levies go.

prive dry counties of any part o 
proceeds; derived from liquor tax 
ation was introduced in the House 
today.

H. Thompson of Poinsett County, 
would provide that the state treas- 
urer compute the total of all alcco- 
holic beverage fees and penalties 
for each revenue 'year.

LITTLE ROCK (/P)—A bill to de 


prive dry counties of any part o 
proceeds; derived from liquor tax 
ation was introduced in the House 
today. 


The bill, prepared by 
Rep. W 


H. Thompson of Poinsett County, 
would provide that the state treas- 
urer compute the total of all alcco- 
holic beverage fees and penalties 
for each revenue 'year. 


He would then calculate the per- 


centage that such taxes bear to the 
total of all general revenue col- 
lections, to which these levies go. 


Thereafter, in remittances to dry 


counties 
this 
percentage ratio 


would be deducted from the total 
that these

otherwise 


would get.
